Iiritish Front In France and Bel- 
glum, August 10— Field Marahal Sir 
Douglas Halg'a forces at daybneakthis

The German defenses stif- 
fened after the initial onslaught and 
heavy fighting developed at some 
places, hut at the latest, reports tho 
British were holding their new line 
strongly. 

Thia aeotion of the front waa the 
scene of aome of the hardeat lighting 

on the first day of the battle of 
Klanders. South of Westhook the 
terrain is marshy In places and In 
tho wooded section the Germans had 
strengthened their position by con- 
structing deep dugouts. Tbese ob- 
staclea, however, did not deter the 
onward ruah of the - British troops 
this morning. Details of the fighting 
are not yet available, hut it Is known 
that the British troops forKe<l for- 
ward in the wake of a protecting bar- 
rage from their artillery and achieved 
most of the objectives la a remark- 
ably short space of time.

TBI WOMAN BOLDUB 

From Joau of Arc to .Moll Pitcher the world has not lacked its 
occasional spectacle of an individual woman aoldier who went to 
met't the ciiciiiy with ill tlie resolution aud bravery of uicii, hut, with 
the exception of the legendary Auiazous, the Russiau liegioii of Death 
presents the first example of organised troops of women going forth 
to shoot and be shot at on the "rougli cdt'i' of battle." The Legion 
of Death proves, what has hitherto been doubted, that women can 
and will take part in actual war. But these resolute Russian women 
have solved only one part of a i)rohlem hitherto supposed to he al- 
together insurmountable. The nature of the remaining difiiculty is 
revealed in the statement that they earry a dose of cyanide of pot 
assium as well as anus and have vowed not to bo taken alive. 

The probable fate of women soldiers after being taken prisoners, 
their certain fate when they become the captives of such an enemy as 
the Germans, does not need to be named. The most sluggish imag- 
ination visualizes it at once. The woman soldier of the right sort 
finds it necessary practically to dedicate herself to death froto. the 
outset. She may escape capture and survive a war, but the need ol 
suicide in case she becomes a prisoner clouds her prospects aud de- 
prives her of a man's chance of survival, greater resolution and brav- 
ery being therefore demanded of iier tiian of a man. For this rcasoii 
alone — and there are others altogether convincing — the woman sol- 
dier is undesirable. Soldiering by women is too costly and no ui. 
tion can atford it on a large scalle. Nor lias any nation a real need 
"of it. lor there are men enough to do the fighting. The Legion oi 
Deatli will serve a useful purpose in firing the Russian heart, but tin 
world should not and will not permit it to establish a real prcced 
ent. s. 



•PBAOE" TALK A TRAP 



At the outset of the fourth year of the war the Uermaiis an 
again talking "peace." In every previous instance it has been iiind. 
quite clear that their objeet was to throw dust into the eyes <il' li.eii 
■ enemies and cause a relaxation, thus a weakening of the resistance of 
offensive. For aftef talking "peace" they presently permitted it to 
be understood that they were ready only for sueh peace as ii eon 
queror would grant. Some of them now pretend that they would 
be contented with leas than this, but such -protestations from the 
Germans wonlil be untrustworthy even if the Kaiser's reorganized 
government had not recently declared for both annexations and in- 
demities. There is still much fight in the Germans, they are by no 
means ready^ knock under, and no acceptable peace is now pos- 
sible. . ' ' 

The present pretense of fair speech, the alleged willingness to 
discuss more reasonable terms, is obviously intended sololy to give 
American pacifists and the pro-Germans in our midst ground for ar- 
gument which, it is hoped, will check our enormous preparations for 
war or at least procure more delay. The Germans have little to fear 
from chaotic Russia at present and they still hope to bring England 
and France to terms. To do this before the United States is ready 
for real fighting is their hope and aim, and to stay this country's 
preparations is an imperative need. Until Germany sues for peace 
as a defeated nation— awjh definite defeat being necessary for the 
world's safety— no attention khonld be paid to befreceptive "peace" 
talk. ■

Two hundred thousand of the flnt 
M7,000 men will to oalM up Wan- 
tor 1 and forwarded to their eampa 
tofore Beptemtor 6, The whole busl- 
lOU ~of assembling tlte levies at en- 
training poinlH, providing them with 
shelter, food and transportation and 
giving them actual Induction Into 
military life Is entrusted to th« civil- 
ian local boards which selected them 
for Mfvlce. Until the men jsaoh the 
camps thpy will not to in contact with 
unlforme<i officers.

Washington, D. c' August 10— The 
prodnotlon of over one billion bushels 
of wheat and over eighty-three mil- 
lion bushels of rye, through thi' plant- 
ing of 47,337,000 acres to winter svheat 
and of 6,131,000 acres to rye this fall, 
is the immediate war agricultural 
program for the Nation announreii 
today by David F. Honeton, Secretary 
of Agriculture. This record winter 
wheat acreage, an increase nr ik per 
cent over last year, would yield 672,- 
000.000 bushels If the average yield 
for the past ten years Is equaled, or 
under a reptitlon of the favorable con- 
ditions of 1914 would give 880,000.000 
bushels. In either case with a spring 
wheat crop next year equal to that 
of 1916, the Nation will have more 
than one billion bushels of wheat for 
domestic use and export. 

This vastly increased production of 
wheat, needed in any case, will be ab- 
solutely essential to prevent a ser- 
ious shortage of breadstuffs next sum- 
mer should the growing com, now be- 
hind the season, be mudi damaged by 
early frosts. 

The program approved by the Sec- 
rotary of Agriculture represents the 
best thought of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture and of State agricultur- 
al. olRoials and State eouadls of de- 
fense. 

The study of this question has in- 
volved many factors and the special- 
ists have been aware from the first 
that the demands for wheat may ex- 
ceed the supply next year. BUtort 
theretbre lias been mtttO to reoom- 
meAd in each State about as large an 
aereage in wheat and. rye as can he 
sown without upsetting proper farm 
practice which must be maintained in 
the Interest of wheat andtrye crops 
Ibis and succeeding years, aa well aa 
In the interest of other neoalnary 
spring-planted crops are not discuss- 
ed in detail at tlils time u they are 
not food crope in wMdi a martOA 
shortage exists. 

The estimates, the Department 
states, are made with the knowledge 
that there is some shortage of the 
fertiliser supply but with the under- 
standing that there wlH be no gen- 
eral ihorta^l ln the npply of seed or 
of farm maehlnery w&leh is necessary 
I nthe production of the wheat crop. 
It is understood also that ample trans- 
portation racllltias will be provided 
and a fair price of wheat will be es- 
tablished. These factors have been 
assumed as fixed sad satisfsotory. If 
any one or more fsil to be adiusted in 
good tiaw, no perAn ean tell how ser- 
ious will be the etfect on the toUl 
crop. 

The planting and cultivation of 
these increased acreages of fall-sown 
grains calls for unusual eSort on. the 
part of the farmers.

Each day the un- 
eaten garbage is taken away before 
any more Is fed; all hogs are inocu- 
lated against cholera and are kept 
under sanitoor conditions. 

Whan ilta iMfs are ready tor buw 
ket the unit ooet of care and feeding 
will be Shared equally by the own- 
ers, and this su mplus the original 
cost of the pig will be the only ex- 
pense to the owners. The Public 
Safety Committee is holding a sur- 
plus of young sows for breeding, since 
it pbtns to continue tbe sy^em. Citl- 
teiis of this town sxtol the td^tages 
of its MTbage disposal and recom- 
mend It ftor other plaoes of similar 
size.
